London, Oct. 13.— "Hm first act of 
war was the swarming of the Boers 
•icroaa the border of Natal and the oc- 
cupation of L&ings Nek. An advance 
In the direction of New Castle is also 
reported. 

The Britlah field force In Natal un- 
der General* Wihlte and Symone re- 
mains on the defensive. The main 
body of troijpa in Cape Colony is sta- 
tionary, but a strong force has moved 
from Maffking In Bechuanaland to- 
ward the TranAaai border, taking 
l^ns and ambulance equipment. 

Thta force conslata chilefly ckf rough 
Hdera and crack marksmen from Bul- 
nwayo and is atlffened with the North- 
umberland fuelliers or the "Flfhtlng 
|IVth." regarded by Kitobener iu, <m 
the whole, his beet regiment 

The cavalry is commanded by Col- 
onel Baden Powell, brother of the late 
Or MUfp >btreU. ifiill k^n m a 
yachtaman, and the Infantry by Col- 
onel Plumer. These two officer^ were 
the beet on the ^iltlah tide during the 
Matabele rebelUon. This advance ex- 
cites surprkie and anxiety in the lalll- 
tary circles of London and Is not un- 
derstood to be in line with the general 
daf^aalTe opecations.

embassy here. The details of the 
transfer of British intsrcsts In case of 
war had "been previously arraged, so 
that all that was necessary was the 
dispatch of a brief cablegram to Mr. 
Macrnni at Pretoria. 

This ofllcer is the superior in rank 
to the other oonsnlar represeotativee 
of the United States not only in the 
Transvaal but in the Orange Free 
State, and he has been Instriicted to 
give these officials (1^ necessary direc- 
tions. The only consular official be- 
sides Mr. Macrum in the South Afri- 
can republic is a Mr. Gord who suc- 
ceeded Mr. Msnlon aa consular agent 
at JohaiHM^Hirg. Mr. Manion having 
resigned a fiew months ago. 

In the Orange FYee State the United 
States is represented by Alfred Eilliott, 
consular agent Sjt Bloemfontein. He is 
an Englishman knd it Is therefor* quss- 
tloaabls whether ne will remain in his 
character as an American agent or re- 
tire. In the latter case Mr. Macrum 
will probably select some suitable 
American to tak* np the duties of coa- 
eular agent. 

There ia no present Intention nt the 
State department to issue a proclama- 
tion of neutrality. It la customary to 
omit these proclamations until some 
emergency arises, calling for their is- 
sue and such an emergency la not ex- 
pected to occur in South Africa, 

Ifot lilke Maine I^aster. 

London. Oct. 13. — The announcement 
that the Boers had destroyed an ar- 
TUemA train oa the western border of 
the Transvaal is calculated to bring 
home to "the man in the street" the 
realities of war. Attempts are made 
to liKen the occurrence to the blowing 
up of the United SUtes battleship 
Maine in Havana harbor, but that 
event occurred In time of peace. The 
Boers were doubtless within their 
rights as belligerents if they are re- 
sponsible tat th* destruction of the 
train. Takqn In conjunction with the 
edrly announcement from Vryburg that 
3.000 Boer.s were holding in line, it 
can Qoly be inferred that the train wa3 
either destroyed by artillery or blown 
up by dynamite or some ol3isr powst-- 
fttl explosive. 

Blames the Queea. 

Pretoria, via Lorenzo Marques, Oct. 
13. — An official manifesto has Just been 
addressed to Afrikanders throughout 
South Alr<<»..* pp ssjl ln g to them to re- 
sist "t3M unjusit d?majids of Great 
Britain," and accusing Lord Salisbury, 
Mr. Chamberl&in and Sir Alfred Mil- 
ner of treachery. It blames the queen 
fo condoning what it ^escribes as "Mr. 
Chamberlain's criminal policy," and 
declares that "the clear desire and ob- 
ject of Great Britain are to deprive the 
Transvaal of Independence on aeoouat 
of gold mines on the rend. 

Tarte May Rraigii. 
Ottawa, Oct 18.— The mdnisterial ett- 
uatlon created by tks Transvaal in- 
ddsat has about resolved lta*If into 
this: That if the government sends 
a Canadian conlngent to South Africa, 
Mr. J. Israefl Tarte will resign. The 
minister of public worlu has already 
made It pretty plain In his newspaper 
and In his speeches that he regarded 
the participation of Canada In one of 
England's for«igi\ < ntmi;!. ments, aa he 
1* pleased to term the trouble as a 
phase of Imperialism, that Qusb«o Lib- 
erals wttl not toierats;

Seiator Goehel Replies to lion. 
John 0. Carlisle's 
Letter. 



DMM«raey'n Leader Gets Back at tke Ex- 
SocreUry ia a Ceaviaeiag Maa- 



Sooator Qoabal spoka to a blR erowd at 
Boater Dam, KT.»Tliaiiday. and raplied 
at lapftb to tbe recent letter of Hon. 
John G. Carlisle, which bad reference to 
a letter from Mr. Uoebel to Mr. Oarliale 
bil886. Mr. Qoabal said: 

"The letter written by me shows for 
itaelf tbat it was written in response to a 
letter from Jobn O. Carllsia, and I 
haven't preserved Mr. Carlisle's letter to 
me. When I read it I didn't think the 
time would ever come wben I would find 
that I ought to have preserved a letter 
written me by the Secretary of the 
Treasury and a candidate for tbe office 
of President, in order to defend myself 
against a false accusation. [Applause.] 

"Now, the material part of Mr. Car- 
lisle's letter is this : He says that I in- 
dnoed bim-to aid me in getting the State 
Central Committee to recognize the 
County 'Committee for Kenton County, 
wbicb consisted of my friends, tbat I 
might control the delegation from my 
county to tbe Lexington convention of 
1806, and wben I obtained, tbrougb bis 
aid, recognition of the committee by the 
'State Central Committee I went to Lex- 
ington and cast tbe vote of my county 
for the free silver candidate for Chair- 
man of that convention and for Joseph 
C. 8. Blaekboni for Piesidsiit [Ap- 
plause] 

"Now, you know, as a matter of his- 
tory, that I did cast the vote of my 
county for Mr. Bronston, who was the 
free silver candidate for (niairman of tbat 
convention, and I did cast the vote of my 
county for J. C. S. Blackburn for Preei- 
dant [Applatise.] My friendt, the 
statement of Mr. Carlisle tbat he ren- 
dered me any aid in obtaining recogni- 
tion of tbe committee wbiob was loyal to 
me is untrue." 

The speaker then quoted a paragraph 
or two from the Carlisle latter, and said : 

"My friends, before answerirg Mr. 
Carlisle's publication, I want to be in r 
position to establish tbe fact that long 
before Mr. Garlisla wrote me tbe State 
Obairman, Obaries P. Long, and tbe Sec- 
retary of the Htate Committee, K. H. 
Ingram, bad formally recognised the 
meubars of tba oommittae loyal to me, 
and it so happens that I have been able 
to obtain tbe credential issued to those 
oommittoaman. I'll road one of tbem to 
you." 

Mr. Goebel then produced the entire 
lot of credentials in their original en- 
velopee and read one constituting Jobn 
Kirst Executive Committeeman for tbe 
Eighth ward, of Covington, authorising 
bim to act in tbat capacity. It was 
signed by Obsirman Long and Secretary 
Ingram and dated October 80, 189(i» He 
then continued : 

"So, my friends, yon see I didn't need 
the aid of J. G. Carlisle in obtaining the 
recognition of my committee. I had for 
six months had tba recognition of the 
highest party authority for that commit 
tee, and when Mr. Carlisle states that 
through bis aid I secored recognition for 
tbat committee as a member, of course 
be states what is untrue. You gentle- 
men who have attended State conven 
tions and are familiar with their opera- 
tions know tbat in tbe ordinary pmced 
ure before the convention itself meets 
there is s district convention preeided 
over by tbe State Ezecntive Committee 
man for tbe district and that Chairman 
decides what delegates are entitled to 
seats in that district convention. Now, 
tbe only other charge that Mr. Carlisle 
makes is that he aided me in getting Mr 
Kllis to recognise my delegation in the 
district convention wbicb preceded the 
Lexington State convuition, and that 
thereafter I violated faith by casting the 
vote of tbat delegation for J. C. 8. Black- 
burn for President and Bronriton for 
Cbairnian. Now, my iriendn, it happens 
that this is also wholly untrue. 

"Mr. Ellis did not recognise my delega- 
tion; he refused to r( coi^'nize them. He 
excluded my delegates and myself from 
tliat district convention and recognised 
the delegates selected under the aur'picea 
of tbe other alleged Democratic commit- 
tee in my county, and Mr. Carlisle could 
not have served me in that respect 

"Now, my friends, I'll tell you why I 
wrote to Mr. Carlisle. When I was 
twenty'fonr years old John G. Carlisle 
made me bis law partner. He was a 
great mauf a man cooipicuoos in our 
nation. His action was immensely valu- 
able to me, and it gave me a standing at 
the time which nothing else could have 
done, and of course I have entertained 
feelings of gratitude to bim. Wben you 
came to the selection of delegates to the 
National convention of 'Dt> Mr. Carlisle, 




as a candidate for President, naturally 
wanted tbe Mte 0$. hia own oooniv. 
^Mr. OuftlM friebds eam«'\» me 

about it. They said they knew I had 
led Blackburn's fight at Frankort and 
had refused to vote for Car|iale for Uni- 
ted Statee Senator, bat tb^ said I owed 
Mr. Oariisle a debt ci gratitada and that 
every man of bis own oodoty ought to 
Riva liim any ass irt a nc s possible in bis 
efforts to be nominated for Prseident. 
All we ask you to do, they said, is to 
keep your bands off in this flgbt and let 
bim bava tlia dalopation to Lazington. 

"It so happens that at about this time 
I went to Waahington on boainees t>afora 
tbe Snproma Oonn in tba lottery ease in 
which Governor John Young Brown had 
employed me as special counsel for the 
Commonwealth. While I was there 
three members of Congrtos and a United 
Statee Senator called on me and asked 
me to call on Mr. Carlisle. I did not go 
then. Mr. Oarliale's son, Mr. Logan Car» 
lisle, called on me and asked me to stay 
over in Washington nntil tbe next day. 

"On tbe next morning Mr. Logan Car- 
lisle came to tbe Bifgt Honaa for me and 
went with me to tbeoffloe of bis father. 
Mr. Carlisle said be waa a eandidate for 
President, and tbat be waa aazkmo to 
have tbe vote of his district in the State 
convention. He spoke about my fight 
for Blackburn, and said be boped I woold 
not make war on him. 

"I told him I bad no war to make on 
him. I said he was my personal friend, 
but tbst I could not vote for bim at 
Frankfort' because Jo Blackburn waa tbe 
Democratic nominee for United States 
Senator.'and I never could or would vote 
against a Democratic nomiaee. [Pro. 
longed cheering.] 

"Now, my friends, 1 returned to Cov- 
ington, and then Mr. Oarliale wrote me, 
asking about the condition of afTairs in 
the Sixth district as affecting his candi- 
dacy, and it is my reply to that letter 
which he has given out for publication 
now. Now, my frimds,! bave only this 
to say concerning tbat letter to Mr. Car- 
lisle and tbe events wbieb followed: I 
bad a talk with J. 0. fl. Blaekbom before 
I met Mr. Carlisle in Washington. I met 
J. C. 8. Blackburn: by appointment at 
tbe Bomet Hdnse, in CHnoinnati, before 
the Lexington convention. I told bim 
about my talk with Carlisle. 

"Blaekbnm generous, magnanimous 
man that he is! said: 'Let him have bis 
Congressional district. We will beat him 
anyway,' and I don't believe tbat John 
G. Carlisle would have said the same 
thing with the conditions reversed. 
[Cheers ] 

"Tbe letter be has publisbed was writ- 
ten for bis benefit, not mine. Let bim 

show you how he justifies the publica- 
tion of that letter. [Here Senator Goe- 
bel read aa alleged interview witb bim- 
self, and aoooonced to have oc( urred at 
Cynthiana and published in a L.ouisville 
paper, and it made Senator Ooeliel ac- 
cuse Mr. Carlisle of gross untruthfulness ] 
"I did not say a word at Cyptbiana 
about Carlisle. I bave not given an in- 
terview to any one on the subject. That 
publication was made to give Mr. Car- 
lisle an ezcnse for giving out a letter 
written by me in confidence and for bis 
bduefit 

"It is one of tbe many lies which the 
Louisville papers have printed about me. 
Mr. Carlisle ought to have learned from 
me whether or not 1 made such a state- 
ment. 

"I believe that John G. Oariisle knew 
I had never made such a statement. He 
availed himself of the excuse to publish 
tbat letter. It may have been proper, 
but I bad ratiier be a dog and bay at tbe 
moon tban such a Roman. [.Applause ] 
Another word. Mr. Johu G. Carlisle'c 
brother-in-law, John (loodf^on, was Chief 
of Police of Covington. At the election 
in 'Ob he bolted the Democratic ticket 
and worked for the election of the Re- 
publican ticket, and when the Demo- 
cratic Mayor came into othce the next 
spring John Goodson walked the plank, 
as every bolter ought to walk the plank. 
[Cheers and applause.] Now, my friends, 
when the time came to select delegates 
to the Lexington convention the men 
John G. Carlisle's friends wanted on that 
delegatkM were his brother-in-law, John 
A. Goodson, with whom I was not on 
speaking terms; his brother. Napoleon 
Carlisle; Henry Queen and some otber 
gentlemen, who are my sworn politloal 
enemies.
